By this time 3 T’ou have received definite notice from 
Mr. Gilbert of the favorable action taken by the Exectitive Gora- 
mittee of the Institution on April 11, so yoiir plans may now 
be developed in whatever detail you will. 

All the ordinar37- equipment for collecting will be 
available at the Iaborator 3 '-, I think. If yoti are especially 
concerned over 8,n37’ particular thing, 3 ^ou had better let m.e know 
about it, so that if it is not now available we may plan to 
secure it. 

You can count, however, upon finding no literature 
to help you wfith the work of identification of 3 '-our catch, ex- 
cept as Kiss Rathbun’s Porto Rican Brachyura may be present. 
While I think of it, it w/ould probably be a good plan to put 
good thick brown paper covers on any books you take, and treasure 
for otherwise the roaches w/ill probably deface their bindings 
the night after your arrival. I)on*t infer, however, that the 
roaches constitute a real nuisance, or that unsanitary con- 
ditions prevail at the Laboratory. 

For work in the sun a straw hat wdth a broad brim, 
approved farmer’s style, something that will give you real 
shade, will be exactl 3 r the thing.

It gilres me great pleasure to know that you are in- 
clined to avail yourself of whatever opportunity the Carnegie 
Institution may be able to afxord jrou for working on Tortugas 
Decapoda next summer.. 

In regard to the natter of expense I can say only 
that the Institution has in the past been accustomed to bear 
the expense of transportation, at least up to the amount of a 
round trip from Mew York to Mey West by Mallory line f-f86.4C), 
and practically the entire expense of Baintenance during the 
approved investigator's stay. It is to be asstimed, I think, 
that this practice ?/ill be continued, in which case you would 
draw upon your private account for very little. 

As matters stand, you^better write to President Mer- 
riam, saying that your attention has been called to the an- 
nouncement in Science to which I referred you, and stating 
your desire to spend a month or six weeks studying and collect- 
ing Tortugas Decapoda with the idea of working them up systemat 
ically and ecologically. 

The word to the effect that your attention was called 
to the Carnegie announcement will be enough to make it cleaFT" 

I think, ( in view of other facts known to the Institution) 
that I am the guilty party, without emphasizing the fact over- 
much. 

Whether you are to have Collaborators or not, is not 
a matter that requires to be specified at present. But if 
you may have your leave at practically any time ;rou desire it, 
that should be mentioned for the benefit of all concerned, 
since it will perm.it the schedule of investigators to be fixed 
most aptly.

My dear Mr, Schmitt: 

I do not know whether you hare noticed the announce- 
ment of the Carnegie institution in Science of January 4, 
stating that the Tortugas Laboratory will he open next summer 
to a small number of investigators. 

If you are interested in making your own collections 
of Tortugas Decapods, and working them up in the excellent 
fashion in wnich you handled those of San Francisco Bay, this 
may possibly be Just your opportunity. 

I can assure you tnat the decapod fauna of Tortugas 
is fairly rich, and that its ecological study would be very 
interesting; so interesting, indeed, that if you provided the 
necessary taxonomic basis, and did not care to go farther, I 
should almost be tempted to undertake it myself some day; or, 
if you cared to go no farther, to colls-borate with you in some 
way in working up the ecological side, where my experience with 
the divinghood, and a certain amount of information already 
gatnered regarding tne uehavicur of the crabs in nature, might 
be of some value, 

I should be glad to knew hov.' you feel about it. For 
although I have no official standing the in the matter, I do 
know many things that might be of service to you in shaping 
your plans, and for purely personal reasons should very much 
like to see you work up these Crustacea, if opportunity permits
